The Lion Was There, Under the Ledge, 
Watching, Not More Than 20Ft. Away 


When Marion Vincent turned, the lion was less than 20 feet away, 
watching him from the shadow of an overhanging rock ledge. A slug 
from Marion’s 9 mm Luger caught the big cat in the neck; there was 
only one direction for it to go — straight at Marion. 

At this point, the vast terrain of the Greenhorn mountain coun- 
try became greatly overcrowded, but a second Luger slug, this one 
hitting the shoulder, rolled the lion into a manzanita thicket. Which 
just about completed a two-second finale to a six-hour hunting show. 

It all started Thursday, July 7, when Marion, Glenville cattle- 
man, who was riding his range in the Greenhorn country, came across 
the freshly killed carcass of a forked horn buck. 

By telephone, Marion got in touch with Ray Torrey, of Porter- 
ville, who has had a hankering to get a mountain lion with a bow and 
arrow. Ray, along with George Roberts, of Porterville, hit the trail 
and met Marion and Mrs. Vincent on Greenhorn, Friday morning. 

They found that the lion had returned to his kill Thursday night, 
and Marion’s dogs took up the trail. But the Greenhorn country is 
hot and dry; the dogs had trouble holding the track, and, finally, af- 
ter a couple of hours, lost it against a steep bluff. 

Ray and George figured the hunt was over, but Marion, who is 
a lion hunter of many years’ standing, reasoned that the cat that had 
made the kill was full, that it would not travel’far, and that probably 
there was more than one lion in the vicinity, 

So the party split up and for several hours, combed the area, It 
was past the middle of the afternoon, when it appeared that the lion 
or lions were long gone, that Marion came around the edge of a rock 
formation, not too far from the road and car; as he stood looking out 
across country, that “sixth sense’’ of the good hunter caused him to 
turn and look behind him. 

The lion was there, watching him from the shadow of the over-

at not less than 75, percent of par- 

ity. 

On the other hand, if more than 
one-third of the voters oppose the 
quotas, there will be no restric- 
tions on wheat marketing, but al- 
lotments will remain in effect as 
a condition for price support at 
50: percent of parity, as directed 
by law. 

Wheat growers voting in a ref- 
erendum each year have approved 
marketing quotas for the past sev- 
en wheat crops. ‘ 

Official notices of farm allot- 
ments for the 1961 wheat crop 
have been mailed to farmers, ac- 
cording to Slaughter. Most of the 
allotments differ only slightly 
from 1960-crop allotments,, since 
the national acreage allotment re- 
mains at the minimum 55 million 
acres which has been in effect for 
the past six years. The farm al- 
lotments are based primarily on 
past wheat production history.

“Give me liberty or give me 
death!” is a historic battle-cry 
which every American learns 
practically before he starts to 
school. But it usually takes a few 
years for him to appreciate that 
quite a number of “freedoms” are 
involved in that one word, liberty. 
There’s freedom of religion, of 
speech, of the press, to name some 
guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution. 

Freedom of the press as a prin- 
ciple supported by the courts goes 
back more than two centuries in 
American history, long before the 
United States won independence. 
But despite this antiquity, it is 
still necessary for legislative 
bodies to exercise constant vigil- 
ance to preserve the full meaning 
of the principle. A recent hearing 
of the Assembly committee on gov- 
ernmental efficiency and economy 
illustrates the importance of this 
responsibility. 

It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that newsgatherers often get 
information from sources which 
must be kept strictly confidential- 
for a variety of good reasons, 
sometimes including the physical 
safety of individuals. But if gov- 
ernmental authority is permitted 
to wring the identity of such 
sources from newsmen by threat 
of punishment, obviously freedom 
of the press is endangered.

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ACCOUNT OF LIFE OF EDWIN DALEY 
IS WRITTEN BY GRANDDAUGHTER IN 
OBSERVANCE OF HIS 89th BIRTHDAY 


(Ed. Note: Interesting bits of 
historical information are present- 
ed in the following article, writ- 
ten in commemoration of the 89th 
birthday of Edwin Daley, a pio- 
neer of Porterville and Tulare 
county.) 


By Carolyn Ann Daley 


I would like to have been on 
the immigrant train that came out 
from Fayette, Iowa, to Visalia, in 
about 1887. I would have laughed 
as my grandfather, Edwin Daley, 
did as a child at the first Chinese 
that he had ever seen. Picture 
the old slat berths and a queue 
dangling from an upper one, I 
too would have found it very 
tempting to yank it as many pas- 
sengers did; but I would have 
been walloped had I been the one 
to tie it to the berth below. 

My grandpa, Edwin Daley, twin 
brother of Eddy Daley, and son‘of 
James Daley and Mary Ann Curry 
Daley, was born July 5, 1871. He 
was the next to the youngest of 13 
children and was one of the sec- 
ond set of twins in that family. 

They came to the plains east of

Exeter, to what is now known as 
Lemon Cove, in 1887. About 1891, 
the family moved to a spot in the 


forks of the St. John’s and the Ka- 
weah rivers and there they cut 
and hauled wood and took it to 
Pogue’s Limekiln. In those days 
they had a mare that balked in go- 
ing down hill. The boys would 
unhitch the traces and tie her tail 
to the single tree. Then she’d pull 
a heavy load through sand and 
water, uphill or down. 

Grandpa moved across the St. 
John’s river, east of Woodlake to 
work for Tommie and Wesley 
Ragle, father and son. This ranch 
was close to the Watchumna Ditch 
which fed Bravo Lake, now Wood- 
lake. Along the ditch was a small 
town called Stringtown. Wood- 
lake consisted of only a church, 
schoolhouse, and cemetery. 

While Grandpa was working at 
Ragle’s, Evans, of the Sontag and 
Evans team of outlaws, came from 
Visalia to Woodlake with a group 
of picnickers. As they were as- 
sembled on the bank, Evans asked 
the revelers to look away while he 
sent a charge into the lake to blast 
the fish. 

My grandpa never forgot the 
night his twin brother rode in 
from Visalia with his horse in a 
lather because of a terrible fright. 
As he rode along in the darkness 
an owl clicked his bill making a 
sound like the click of a six- 
shooter being cocked. 

The Daley family moved south 
of Exeter and it was while they 
were there that the first train 
moved on a scheduled run from 
Visalia to Porterville. 

On coming to Porterville the 
family settled in what is now the 
Westfield District. From. there 
they came to town and bought 
a place from Charlie Higgins. This 
property is now owned by Joe 
Sokel and consisted of a lot run- 
ning through from ‘‘C’’ Street to 
Main. Main then was just an al- 
ley from Olive south. 

It was while he was living here 
that his sister, Mattie, brought a 
girl friend, Nancy Elizabeth Hart, 
from Bear Valley, east of Bakers- 
field, for the weekend. That was 
the beginning of a romance that 
led them to the altar in February 
of 1905. June 5, 1906, the only 
son, Marshall Stockton Daley, was 
born.

During Edwin’s many years of 
life, he has enjoyed the profession 
of being a highly skilled carpen- 
ter working for Al Laidlaw, a con- 
tractor; Templeton Brothers; 
Hubler and Walt Conner; George 
Murphy; and R. Hodgson & Sons. 
He worked on numerous important 
buildings in the early community, 
many of which still stand today. 
He participated in the building of 
the old Odd Fellows Hall above 
the Monache Theater and the re- 
modeling of Bullard’s dry goods 
store where it is located today. He 
helped build the first packing 
house that stands on the north- 
east corner of Olive and ‘‘H”’ 
street. These are just a few of the 
many placse that he put his com- 
plete self into as he built. 

It was before 1900 that the 
family bought the place over on 
Western Avenue which is now just 
a bus drive for the high school. 
The lot here covered five acres 
and extended from Western Ave- 
nue to California. It was here 
that Edwin and Nancy settled to 
make a happy home-life for their 
only son and a nephew whose 
mother was bedridden most of her 
life. On this lot they had their 
own little farm where they raised 
their food. As far back as I can 
remember they had cows and 
chickens, permanent pasture, fruit 
and nut trees, and almost any 
kind of vegetable that you could 
imagine. : 

In 1917, Edwin lost his father 
at the age of 93 and in 1924 he 
lost his mother at the age of 91. 
In 1932 his son married Frances 
May Chronister from Exeter. 

By 1940, father and son had 
built a large stucco house on the 
same lot for the grandchildren. 
Much of the wood used was taken 
from the old house on the “C’”’

He loves to write letters about 
his four great grandchildren, and 
he hopes that some day there will 
be twins. 

Edwin is far from bedridden but 
he certainly is not as spry as his 
great grandsons. He spends his 
time in the garden, driving his 
small garden tractor around; 
reading; and making toys. The 
moment he seems to tike best is 
when his 2-year-old great grand- 
son climbs upon his ‘‘good’’ knee 
and says in a tiny voice, ‘“Grand- 
pa! Read me a story.”

2. Utilize to the fullest the 


work force available by maintain- 
ing a crew exchange which will 


afford the worker full time em- 
ployment, an arrangement which 
Fahrney believes would be advan- 
tageous to both workers and farm- 
ers. 

3. If necessary, assist growers 
in recruiting workers outside the 
area if the need arises. 

Generally, the primary purpose 
of the association is said to be to 
assure harvesting of perishable 
farm crops through the summer 
and fall months without costly 
interruptions that could be caused 
by labor troubles. 

In connection with a public re- 
lations program designed to bring 
facts to the public, Fahrney has 
stated that he is available as a 
speaker before all types of organ- 
izations. In addition, a regular 
bulletin will be issued to associa- 
tion members, that now number 
more than 200 farmers.

SACRAMENTO, July 21 — New 
brand regulations have been 
adopted by the State Department 
of Agriculture concerning the 
proof of ownership of branded cat- 
tle. 

The new regulation will become 
effective July 28 and will remain 
in effect for three years.
